1 CALL TO ORDER:

The Chair called the January 24, 2002 public sassidhe Indiana Election Commission
to order at 4:42 p.m. in Indiana Government Ce8tarth Training Center Room 5, 402
West Washington Street, Indianapolis, Indiana.

The Chair noted the presence of a quorum of Conomssembers, and that three
members (Mr. Long, Mr. Morgan, and Mr. Perkins) evezpresented by proxies. The
Chair noted that documents designating Mr. Rickdfts Henderson, and Mr. Koch to
serve as proxies for these members had been fitbde Election Division as of this
date, and were incorporated by reference in thesetes.



The Chair stated that proper notice of this meetiad been given under the Indiana
Open Door Law. Mr. Hero questioned whether propgal notice of the meeting of the
Lake County Board of Elections and Registrationi¢ivthad resulted in precinct
boundary changes for Lake County being submittadlédCommission) been given. The
Chair indicated that this objection could be raisgdn the Commission considered Lake
County’s precinct changes.

2. ESTABLISHING PRECINCTS:

The Chair recognized Ms. Hershberger, who notedGbanmission members had
received recommendations signed by Co-Directorss@hiand Valentine, and dated
January 22, 23 or 24, 2002, that the proposedmrebbundary changes in the following
counties be approved: Dearborn; Decatur; Duboiankn; Franklin; Johnson; Miami;
Montgomery; Ohio; Wabash; Washington; and Waynei€oof these recommendations
are incorporated by reference in these minutes Hédsshberger responded to questions
from Commission members concerning these countyn@dions. The Chair recognized
Mr. Stratton, who explained the duties of the Qffaf Census Data.

A. Dearborn County:

After reviewing the document submitted in this regtthe Chair moved, seconded by
Mr. Koch, that the proposed precinct boundary cleamgler for Dearborn County be
approved as submitted. Mr. Henderson stated thplammed to abstain at this time.
There being no further discussion, the chair caledquestion, and with two members
voting aye (Cruea and Koch), two members abstaitignderson and Ricketts), and no
member voting nay, declared that the motion hddddor lack of a majority.

B. Washington County:

(Henderson and Ricketts), and no member voting eeglared that the motion had failed
for lack of a majority.

Mr. Hero questioned the jurisdiction of the Comnuago proceed in this matter, for the
reasons set forth in his “Amended Appeal.”

Mr. Murphy stated that the Lake County Election Bbaet on Tuesday, January 15,
2002, to approve these changes, following propacaof the meeting.

Mr. Harris, a member of the Lake County ElectioraRlh stated that he was opposed to
the proposed precinct changes in Gary, but diccaa about the proposed changes in
East Chicago or Hammond.

Mr. Murphy noted that under this proposal, 20 prets in the City of Gary, would be
combined to form 10 precincts, and that the totdl4® active precincts in the City of
Gary would be reduced to 130 active precincts, phesnon-voting precinct.



Mr. Murphy noted that under this proposal, the @ityHammond contained three
precincts whose boundaries would be changed, watlr@nt precincts being combined
to form 3 precincts. Mr. Hero stated that 8 pretsne the City of Hammond would be
combined to form 4 precincts under this proposal.

Mr. Murphy noted that under this proposal, the @itfEast Chicago would contain one
additional precinct needed due to population shéitsl that the total of precincts in the
City of East Chicago would be 32 under this proposa

this matter.
